At 7:30 a small army of 
carpenters was still sawing and ham- 
mering as if their lives were the pen- 
alty of failure in finishing the seats 
for the chorus. At the same time in 
the parquet another detachment was 
nailing up the last seats in that local- 
ity, while 150 feet overhead workmen 
were closing the last roof opening of 
the grand dome. 
as if by magic, the sound of hammers 
ceased, and the hum of human voices 
filled the great structure as the crowds 
that had gathered at all the doors were 
admitted. The last promise of the con- 
tractor and of the local committee had 
been kept. 

Audience of Over 10,000. 

An audience that packed the balcony 
and almost filled the dress circle and 
parquet indicated an attendance of 
much over 10,000. The chorus and or- 
chestra numbered over 2,000 more. 

At 8:25, only ten minutes after the 
designated time, the applause indicated 
the appearance of Louis Ehrgott, the 
musical director, and in the hush that 
followed came the opening notes of 
Beethoven’s consecration of the house. 

Almost a Panic. 

Five minutes later the crash of a 
board in the balcony opposite the stage, 
followed by a woman’s scream, started 
what looked for an instant like a fear- 
ful panic. Fortunately good sense pre- 
vailed over heedless fear. The orchestra 
did not lose a note, and when quiet-was 
restored applause rewarded the cool 
heads that had restrained the thought- 
less ones and averted a catastrophe. — 

The first vocal work given was the 
Gloria, from Barnby’s “The Lord Is 
King,” by the Cincinnati reception 
chorus and orchestra. The test of the 
acoustic qualities of the new hall in 
both the orchestral and the vocal num- 
bers indigated success. The closing 
passage of Barnby’s Gloria so thrilled 


the audience that salvos of applause’ 


were given.

The concert closed with the prize 
cantata by Dr. N. J. Elsenheimer, of 
Cincinnati, conducted by the composer.

MAYOR IS SHOT DEAD 


Chief Executive of Muskegon, 
Mich., Slain by an Assassin. 


OFFICE SEEKER’S AWFUL REVENGE. 


Mayor Balbiornie Refuses to Appoint 
J. W. Tayer to a Position and Is 
Slain—Murderer Then Takes 
His Own Life. 


“Muskegon, Mich., June 30. — Mayor 
James Balbiornie was assassinated at 
noon by J. W. Tayer, a disappointed of- 
Tayer shot Mayor Bal- 
piornie while the latter was standing 
in the doorway of his store. The ball 
entered his left breast above the nipple. 
After the shooting Balbiornie turned 
and ran upstairs to his living rooms and 
dropped in the hall. He expired 15 
minutes later. Tayer swallowed some 
earbolic acid and then turned the re- 
volver upon himself and fired. The ball 
entered his left breast. He died at one 
o’clock, ; 

John W. Tayer was ex-city poor di- 
rector. At the time of the shooting, 
Western avenue, the main thorough- 
fare, on which the mayor’s store is sit- 
uated, was filled with people. 

After the mayor was shot, he stag- 
gered, turned around and ran upstairs. 
Before he had reached the stairway 
Tayer was lying on the walk with a bul- 
let through his breast. Fearing that 
he had not completed his awful work, 
Tayer swallowed the contents of a bot- 
tle of carbolic acid. He was removed 
to the city hall, where he died at one 
o’clock. Thesaffair arose over Mayor 
Balbiornie’s refusal to reappoint Tayer 
director of the city poor: Tayer had 
held the position for some years, but 
this spring was ousted. He then made 
application for the position of-sexton, 
and was refused. He had evidently 
brooded over the matter, and his fiend- 
ish acts were premeditated. 


NOT A CHEER FOR DEWEY. 


Mention of His Name Before National 
Social and Political Conference 
Fails to Excite Applause. 


Buffalo, N. Y., June 30. — The nation- 
al social and political conference re- 
sumed its session Thursday to discuss 
non-partisan efforts in political reform. 
The subject is divided into eight sub- 
divisions—expansion and militarism, 
permanent internal tribunal, propor- 
tional representation, recall or impera- 
tive mandate, single tax, non-partisan 
temperance, and organized labor. Each 
Speaker was limited to ten minutes, 
with 20 minutes for discussion under 
the three-minute rule. Rev. H. W. 
Thomas, of Chicago, presided, and 
discussed “Expansion and Militarism.” 
Mr. Thomas was one of the first to es- 
pouse the cause of the Cubans. In 
speaking of the war in the Philippines, 


he declared it the saddest thing in the . 
history of the United States. As mili- | 


tarism tends to despotism, he opposed 
it, believing that industrialism means 
democracy and the preservation of 
the liberties of the pen. During Dr. 
Thomas’ remarks, not a syllable of ap- 
plause greeted Admiral Dewey’s name. 
William J. Ghent, of New York, took 
the opposite side of the question, and 
declared that popular sympathy was 
with the government. 

“When it is possible,” said Mr. Ghent, 
“for a man to mention the magnificent 
victory of Dewey, without the loss of a 
mam=or ship, and to speak of the great 
victory at Santiago, where not a ship was 
lost and only one life was lost—when this 
is possible in this country without a sin- 
gle sign of applause, I say to you that it 
simply illustrates the importance of the 
body before which the remarks ‘were 
made.” 


MICHIGAN FOR M’KINLEY. 


So Says Senator Burrows—Declares 
Any Man Opposed to Adminis- 
tration Will Go Down. 


Washington, June 30.—Senator Bur- 
rows of Michigan was among the pres- 
ident’s callers Thursday. Much inter- 
est is attached to his visit. Upon leav- 


ing the white house Senator Burrows 


said the Michigan situation had not 
been mentioned. 

“You can say, however,” said he, “that 
Michigan is unqualifiedly for the adminis- 
tration, and that any man who is opposed 
to the administration, directly or indirect- 
ly, will go down in that state.”

NOT A CHEER FOR DEWEY. 


Mention of His Name Before National 
Social and Political Conference 
Fails to Excite Applause. 


Buffalo, N. Y., June 30. — The nation- 
al social and political conference re- 
sumed its session Thursday to discuss 
non-partisan efforts in political reform. 
The subject is divided into eight sub- 
divisions—expansion and militarism, 
permanent internal tribunal, 
tional representation, recall or impera- 
tive mandate, single tax, non-partisan 
temperance, and organized labor. Each 
Speaker was limited to ten minutes, 
with 20 minutes for discussion under 
the three-minute rule. Rev. H. W. 
Thomas, of Chicago, presided, and 
discussed “Expansion and Militarism.” 
Mr. Thomas was one of the first to es- 
pouse the cause of the Cubans. In 
speaking of the war in the Philippines, 
he declared it the saddest thing in the 
history of the United States. As mili- 
tarism tends to despotism, he opposed 
it, believing that industrialism means 
democracy and the preservation. of 
the liberties of the pen. During Dr. 
Thomas’ remarks, not a syllable of ap- 
plause greeted Admiral Dewey’s name. 
William J. Ghent, of New York, took 
the opposite side of the question, and 
declared that popular sympathy was 
with the government. 


“When it is possible,’ said Mr. Ghent, 
“for a man to mention the magnificent 
victory of Dewey, without the loss of a 
mam=or ship, and to speak of the great 
victory at Santiago, where not a ship was 
lost and only one life was lost—when this 
is possible in this country without a sin- 
gle sign of applause, I say to you that it 
simply illustrates the importance of the 
body before which the remarks were 
made.” i 


MICHIGAN FOR M’KINLEY. 


So Says Senator Burrows—Declares 
Any Man Opposed to Adminis- 
tration Will Go Down. 


Washington, June 30.—Senator Bur- 
rows of Michigan was among the pres- 
ident’s callers Thursday. Much inter- 
est is attached to his visit. Upon leav- 


ing the white house Senator Burrows 


said the Michigan situation had not 
been mentioned. 

“You can say, however,” said he, “that 
Michigan is unqualifiedly for the adminis- 
tration, and that any man who is opposed 
to the administration, directly or indirect- 
ly, will go down in that state.” 


Senator Burrows declined to discuss 
the question of Secretary Alger’s pos- 
sible retirement from the cabinet. Sen- 
ators Burrows is en route to New York 
to attend a*meeting of the senate 
finance committee, called under the au- 
thority of a special resolution of the 
senate, to consider matters relating to 
customs duties, internal revenue and 
currency. 


WILL GO WEST. . 


President McKinley Has Not Aban- 
doned His Intention of Making 
the Proposed Trip. 


Washington, June 30.—Senator War- 
ren of Idaho called upon the president 
Thursday with reference to his western 
trip. The president contradicted the 
published reports that he had aban- 
doned the idea of going west this sum- 
mer. He still intends to go unless cir- 
cumstances should intervene to pre- 
vent, but he has been unable as yet to 
consider detailed plans and both the 
time and extent of his trip are matters 
for future determination.

Wednesday’s Evening Times gave the 
news of Prof. Harrington’s discharge 
from the United States weather bureau 
service. A special Washington dispatch 
to the Free Press states: 

Many Michigan people will be pained 
to learn that Prof. Mark W. Harring- 
ton, for many years a distinguished and 
instructor at the Michigan 
University, has been removed from a 
minor government position because of 
the fact that in the opinion of the offi- 
cials of the department of agriculture 
he has given unmistakeable evidence 
of being of unsound mind. It will be 
recalled that after a long and honor- 
able service at Ann Arbor, Prof. Har- 
rington resigned his professorship to 
accept the appointment as chief of the 
weather bureau under President Harri- 
son, with headquarters at the capital. 


That important position he held until 


some time after the close of the Harri- 
son administration, and then differ- 
ences of opinion arose between him and 
Mr. Cleveland’s secretary of agricul- 
ture, Mr. Morton, and his resignation 
was accepted. Not very long there- 
after, Prof. Harrington was elected 
president of the South Dakota State 
University, but after two. or three 
years he resigned that position and set- 
tled with his family at Mount Vernon, 
N.-Y., which city is still his home. Mrs. 
Harrington then spent some time in 
Washington in the vain attempt to se- 
cure her husband’s reinstatement at 
the head of the weather bureau. l 
Prof. Harrington was then lost sight 
of until after the war with Spain was 
practically at an end and the United 
States had come into possession of the 
island of Porto Rico. Then it was _ that 
he came to Washington to wait for 
something to turn up. and through the 
influence of his olå subordinate in the 


weather bureau was appointed by Sec- 


retary of Agriculture Wilgon tọ take 
full charge of the weather bureau ser- 
vice in Porto Rico, with headquarters 
at San Juan. For a time Prof. Har- 
rington discharged his new duties in a 
satisfactory manner, but very soon he 
began to act in a most eccentric man- 
He wrote frequent letter to Maj,- 
Gen. Henry, governor-general of- the 
island, criticising many of his official 
acts, 
Gen. Henry felt compelled to report the 


matter to the department at Washing- 


ton. Prof. Harrington’s letters as- 
sumed to be dated at some unheard of 
place and appeared to have been writ- 
ten by an insane man. 
sumed to tell Gen. Henry how he could 
“escape the wrath of God,” and in an- 
other he wrote that he had pre-empted 
the government observatory, where he 
had his offices, as he had a legal right 
to do, and should hold possession and 
insist upon his ownership until the 
matter was referred to and decided by 
the attorney-general of the United 
States. 

The letters to Gen. Henry became so 
frequent and were so unreasonable in 
their language that the general finally 
reported the matter to the secretary of 
war with the statement that “if the 
man is sane and responsible for his 
acts, which I do not believe, then he 
Prof. Harring- 
ton also wrote several letters equally 
meaningless to President McKinley, 
Secretary Wilson and officials of the 
weather bureau, and became very an- 
gry when they were not answered.

March last granted the professor a 
leave of absence for two months, and 
he returned to his home in New York. 
He received no benefit from his vaca- 
tion, however, and at its close it was 
not deemed wise to send him back to 
Porto Rico, but he was offered the op- 
portunity of gcing to a small station in 
the West Indies, where the work Wiz d 
be almost nothing.

The Ann Arbor Argus has made- a 
contribution to the newspaper litera- 
ture on the Boone difficulty which 
shows conclusively that someone inter- 
terested in the fracas is afflicted with 
an advanced stage of mendacity. The | 
day following the final meeting for the 
year of the state board of education 
the statement was made by the mem- 
bers themselves that Dr. R. G. Boone 


had resigned his position as president 


of the Normal on certain conditions not 
yet to be published. On his return from 
a short trip about the state, Dr. Boone 
was seen by a Times reporter and 
on being questioned denied point bank 
the truth of such reports, from what- 
soever source they might come. The 
Argus now makes its appearance with | 


a reiteration of the statement that Dr. 
Boone has stepped down from his posi- 
tion, and at last acquaints the public 
with the conditions upon which the 
Surrender was made. 

The conditions submitted by Presi- 
dent Boone are alleged to be as fel- 
lows:, 

+ He to continue another year super- 
intendent of the Normal schools of the 
state. 

2. To continue anothér year as presi- 
dent of the Normal college. 

3. To remain until Sept. 1, 1899, and to 
receive $2,000 from the state. 

4. To receive the full salary for 
coming year and resign at once. 

The Argus states that the third of 
these conditions has been accepted by 
the board, thus bringing it about that 
Dr. Boone will leave in September the 
institution over which he has been 
president for the past six years, taking 
with him $2,000 of the hard earned 
money of the state over and above his 
salary for the past year.
